Aspect of Commaorcial Affairs in England.
From the Times,

Some of the leading British jonrnals are
engfged In the task of* neoounting for the
decresse of bullion in the Bank of Eogland,
which has led to the sorious advance in the
bank rate of discount,

It spposars so unsccountable to some of the
sconomists who are most deeply exercised in

the premises, that their conclusion ls that there
must necessarily be a beavy falling off in the
pagmcntu from this slde for British goods. In
othier words, that the British exporter s dolne a
heavy business on trust, and that settlements of
our merchants are postponed to n daungerous
extont. This I8 s summary way ol accountin

for the decrepse of bullion in the Bank o
England: but it Is quite as fullacious as it is
summary. There hss never been a time in the
commerclal history of the country when pay-
monts from this side were made with more
romptitude or greater regularity than they are

ay.

Indeed, the London Zimes, which is the chiel
assailant, as usual, of our commeraial oredit, has
the assurance ol correspondents deaply 1aterest.
ed in Amerioan trade that our merchants, thus
iar, are disposed 10 auticipate the [llymem. of
bills, rather then scoept any credit whatover,
The crippling of the bmﬂ—int can be ealled such
—1i8 due to other cavses than those superficiully
indioated in the editorial columns ot the British
organ. While our civil war lasced large amounta
of gold doubtless found their way to Englund,
there to be temporarily invested at & low rute of
interesl.  Bince the restoration of law and order
throughout the United States, not only bhave
these loreign investmonls censed, but lar-seeing
British capitalists such as the rallway magnutes
who were here the other day, are every day
seeking some new opening for increasing their
stake 1 Umted States rallway and other pro.

DErty.

3 Poseibly it may be well and wise for the Lon-
don Times to advise both these cinsses agalnst
investmg m woy cless of American seourities,
But even those of our opitisens who were weak
enough to lose inith in the stability of their own
Government during the erisis ol the insurrec-
tion, have long ago recovered sufficlent faith to
soe the pdvantige of making their Investments
solely at home, As for Mr. Kinnaird, Sir Morton
Peto, and British capitalisis of their class, we
take it, that, masmuch a8 they were not deterred
by the advice of the London Times from invest
ing here during the war, they are not likely to
be so0 deterred hy the same counsel durlng a
time of peace and almost unparalleled indostrial
prosperity.

The Bank of England 1s doubtless exerclsing a

wise precaution in checking in a judictous extent
the disposition among English exporters to over-
ng. It is certainly as lit‘le 10 our interess
commercially, as that of the British dealer, to
have the market here lorced by a revival ot long
credits, or ingeed, by any eradits, either long or
shorl, Itis better that our importers should
continue, sa the London] Thnes' correspondent
desoribes them, to antieipate commercinl nlls
ibhan get one cent in arvear, especially in view of
the gradudl conteaction of the currency which
is to bring us back to specie payments,

We shall ba guiners conrmercially, 1f the bank
rate goes. even hioner than it has vet done, pro-
vided the tendency is only to reztasin the British
exporter from rash adveniures in the American
murket, And whether that result 19 primarily
brought about by the efflux of gold from Eng-
Jand to this couutry. or by causes more remole,
we shall be in no ecnse, and to no degree, the
Josere. Whatever has the itendency to keep us
Arom runuving up heavy bills abroad, is 1 the
way ol present thritt and future safety when con-
traction begins in earnest, Meanwhile there is
ne doubt that the tendency to overtrading in
England needs all the watehing which the bank
can give, and whatever restraint it can legiti-
mutely impoes upoun-it, 10 us there mist acerue
an incidental beoeft,

The Insurrection in Spain.
From the Tribune.

We are in possession of full account: of the
origin of the military insurrection in Spain,and
of the fitst operations of hoth the insurgents and
the Government forces, The lusurrection,, it
seems, had long been planned. It was known
that General Prim wee at the bead of it; and
that at least four ether generals were in open
sympathy with him. The Progressistas used to
tulk so openly about the prominent outbreak,
that now everybody In Spain is sarorised at the
fmlure o1 the Gevernment to adopt the most
suitable measures for its suppression.

The fivst outbreak ‘occurred at Arsuiuez, the
well-known royal country residence, which is
sitnated only one hour and & hali, by ruil, from
Madrid, and at Ocana, & town aboit one hoar
forther, Two cavalry regiments, quartered at
thoee towuns, set up the ory, “Down with the
Government.,” They expected to fpd aid among
the trocps stnvioned m the capital, and, (heve.
fore, at opee marched in thal direction, u ivance-
ing, it 18 smd, as fwr us Argandn, ooly four
lesgues from Madrid, According to some ace
counts, there were many sigus ol insubordina-
tion iu the Madvid reglwents, but the Govera.
mont sncceeded in sappressing them, declared
the whole military district of New Castile (com,
srlning the provinces of Madrid., Toledo, Gua-

alajara, Onencs, and Cludad Eeal) mn o stise of
fioge, and despaiched with great energy trust-
worthy regiments against the insmirgents,

The Iatter were commanded by Geoeral Prim,
who withdrew before the overwhelmiong forces
of the Government into the mountains ot Tolada,
and according to the luwest wocounts wius at o
place called Urda. ‘The telegraphic despatohes,
all ot which huve 1o pass the eensorship ol the
Goyernment, represont the insurrection u: hope-
lesa; but §t 18 bighly significunt thit even these

desputehes mention the report of a degchment |

ol royal troops baving been d*feated by Genersl
Prim; and the reeall of General Conebn to Ma.
-drid seems to ‘ndicate that be has been unsue-
cesstul against Prim,

Simultaneonsly with the outbreak at Aran.
guak, the garrlson of Avila, the capital of a
province of the same nawme, revolted, bit pot
findig the expected :‘ﬂupllmr{ irom the neighbor-
ing town, maiched into Portugal, and were there
disprmed,

In several other places attempts at insurree-
tlon were made, bul easily suppresssdl, That
the conspiracy, however, extended throughoat
Bpain, is clearly proved by a number of eiroum-
stances, The Minister Resident expressly stated
80 in the Benate Chamber. Vers serious dis-
turbances ook place 81 Barcelons, where the
troops fired upon the people, and u number of
the latter were killed, Bimilar news reaches
us 1fow & number of the other importay: towns
und the Government deemed it best to ex;ﬂnl
the operations of the stale 0o siege to Aragon,
rum]!:rlpmi the provinces of Saragossa, Hoeson,
and Ternel,

The Threatened Financinl Revalsion in
England.
From the Hernld,

By the news trom England it will be seen thut
& heavy financial revulsion Is suticipated, There
have been many Indications that it was to come
at no dlstent duy.

There has beon s sleady, progressive nise n
the rates ol discount at the Bavk of Bugland for
seven months, In August last the rate was goroo
per eent, since when it has changed seven times,
It {8 now eight per cent., which 18 a¢ high as iy
bus gver belore gone, even in all the grest fue
tustions of the rates which bhave acourred since

the ennctment of the Bank Charter not in 15844
the not thay abollshed the usury g:-. which had
fixed mterest at five per cont, t high s the
rate \s, the Appearances that it is togon

great deal higher, anc twelve, fitwen, and twenty
or copt are regurded ds the posmibiligies of the
mmediate futore,

It is quite possible that England §s somewhat
troubleo st presont brv & real soarcity of monay.
Amerion, since the close ol the war, has drawn
money from continental Europe to a groat ex-
tent, with but listle other returns than Govern-
ment seourities, Muoh that ordinarily goes o
REogland bas thus beon diveried, and muoh alio
has heen directly drawn from tnat country; in-
dieed, 11 1n to this cause that Hnglish writers at
tribute the trouble they expect, It is all, they
eny, beonuse Epgland has given suoh heav
credits (0 Amerios. There has bean also » gres
aotivity in England in almost every branch of
legitimate bumness, and & consequently groat
demund for circulading mwedium, Acvording to
u certain school of financlers on thi+ side the
water, we have been in a dangerous condiuon
because the demands of business were not guite
up to the amount of money afloat, and we have
been tremendously urged to oot the amount
down by the most parilous of means; and al the
same time, England has been distrossed and her
trade cmmpﬂd by the other oxtreme. This
stareity of money has doubtless influenced the
bank rate in its own degree, and those hizh
rates are g burden on the poor, al least as posl.
tive as the burden of a currency not aqual to
gpecie in valoe.

But the mere soarcity of momoy does not suffi-

lently explain the niready great rise in the bank
rate, mu:E less would it u"Fllln such a rise as
English finanoiers expect. The high rates mean
ihe apprehenmon of a coming storm. They
show how imminent the bank directors believe a
financial crash to be, ulation has gone to a
great extreme,  In 1868, 1864, and 1885 there
were eight hundred and thirtytwo new joint
stock compinics organized, and the ag ate
capital was £362,000,000, or nearly two billions
of dollars, Muny of thes¢ companies were the
emptiest possible schemes to make money, and
their number and hollowness show how biind
and widespread is the mania to get ricu mpldl{.
Large numbers of them took John Bull algo in
a m;qv tender point—his relations with the
United States. 'The eager purchaser of so many
pieces of sorip m o bran new blockaderanning
company was not only to get rich in a few days,
but he was also to inflict n great blow on Eng-
lund's great commercial rival, Here was a double
happiness, So the manda grew. Now the mana
i#s 1or companies to develope the resources ot this
country, It takes still more substantial appesr-
ance, and the London T¥mes declares that the
rallway projects to be introduces into Parlia-
ment are more vast than on any previous oocca-
gion within twenty veurs,

SBuch manins precede financial smashes, It is
this very rage ol speculation that contributes
most 1o hurry on snd render inevitable ghie disps-
ter whoge oeeper cuuse s some grand financial
blunaer of & people. England's great mistake—
the greatest mistake ever made by a pursly
money-getting nation—was that she was on the
wrong side in our quarrel. She was on the side
that lost, and cannot pay. One of the most vast
ol her financinl ventures was an absolute fallure,
and she cannot get over the blow.
are the influence that is bringing the troubdle out,
tor stoekjobbers, unlike legitimsate business men,
are demoralized, so tar as rates ol disconnt go.
They are not alarmed at any tigare, but like true
gamblers make the venture greatoer, and thus
Izunh rates to such a point that all who are not
n 4 sotnd condition must go down. Enpland
feels that she is not prepared for any such trial,
and thus her finavclal wrilers warn that while it
is idle to conjecture when the storm may come,
every man who pledges himself must expect that

it may come at any moment,

in this connection, ana crash in England will
be severely felt here, it may ocour to many that
the suspension of the Columbisn Insurance
Compuny, the other day, may have some unseen
relationship with what 15 to come and be more
general, But this is not probable. That sus-
ension evidently did not' surprise every one us
it did the public. Certain Inside men appacently
knew all about it, and indicuted a hvely desire
1o staud trom under, There wae an unusoslly
large movement in the company’s stock on the
few days preceding the dissster. Six hundred
shares were sold, and nearly uve hundred more
were offered for sule. The price of shares sold
on January 18, 17, and 20, ran {rom seventy-one
to fifty-four per cent, Perhaps this was the finai
rush of the operators gl.-tu.nﬁlout alter the green
ones had been leirly gotten in, .

There i8 a tamily Jikeness to the operations of
the mwen who make corners, Uorner men fix on
some obscure,depremated stock; they quictly buy
it up at its naturally low rate, slowing it away
ail the time, until they have made it scarce,
Then they begin to inquire for it, and the stock
beging to go up., Ho, carefully manceuvring,
they run it to o handsome figure., A case in
our legal reports the other day showed how
1he stock of a Western railroad had been run
un to eighteen per cent, above ité par value.
By this time the gudgeons—eager to bite —are
aiter it.

The directors of the Columbian Company will
have to prove that they have not, by the use ol
gimilar tactics, enabled certain inmders to
operate on the multitude, They adopted un-
paun! means to make their stook attractive,
They paid & grent many dividends tor a not
very flourishing company.

It has been sugeesied that this was only u final
one of many allorements to get outsiders in
and £o hielp the iosiders out. The law requires
thut & company ghall stop when twenty-tive per
cent. of its capital is gone, and we may be sure
that the Columblan did not stop before it was
neocssary, But on the 234 of December the
company announced that its capital was intact.
It gid this by advertising a dividend—ior it can
only pay & dividend when its eapital is all right,
Either, then, that dividend was iliegally pro-
miged, and was intended to deceive; or the com-
puny fost one-tourth ot its whole capital in the
current wooth, The public ean choose which
ol these it will believe; but whichever it ma
ehoose, pelther can conpect this suspension wit
those more legitimate troubles that will fall
upon us 08 8 consequence of any great financial
erash across the Atlantic,
